That part of theact “ for the more se- 
cure conveyance of Ship Letters,” which 
grants a rate ot postage of four-pence 
upon every singte letter, and so in propor- 
tion to packets in addition to inlamd poste 
age, is repecaled from the 10th of October 
1814, and 6d. is to be the sum paid for 
singe letters arriving from abroad, and so 
in proportion tor packets. LF any person 
is desirous of forwarding letters by any 
other conveyance than a liceuced. packet- 
boat, the letters must ie the first instance 
be taken to the Post-master General, who 
will affix upon them the Post-otice Murk, 
and demand the regular rate ot Postage, 
after which the parties are authorized 1v 
forward them in any vesselthey may think 
proper, not being a pucket-boat. 

The Post-master General may authorize 
persons lo colwet letters and forward them 
by vessels other than packet-boats, if they 
are brought to the Post-ollite and the

Masters of Vessels art to deliver letters 
to authorized persvus, who on receiving 
3s. for every 50 of such letters, shall put 
them into a sealed bag and return (lice, 
and the Master of such Vessel, on deliver= 
ing the bag at the Post-othice, shall be re- 
paid the 35. and receive 2d. tor every lete 
ter.

‘The Masters of cvery vessel are 
riving in Port must make a declaration to 
the Collector of Customs before he is per- 
mitted to break bulk, that he has duly di- 
livered all the letters, bags, and parcels of 
letters on board, in failure whereof the 
penalty is 2£50, and if the Collector per- 
mits bulk to be broken before this declara- 
tion is made, he forteits the sum of €20 — 
If any person forges a stamp or mark u pon 
a letter, to avoid the payment of Postage, 
he is held guilty of a inisdeameanour, and 
will be punished by fine and imprison-

This act does not extend to the East-

OPERATIONS of the ARMLES in the FIELD, 








The judicious and well executed plans 
of General Ochterlony, continue ta be 
‘crowued with success, Oa tlie afternoon 


of the 15th ult. the G-ponnders were fired 
from the battery before Chumba, and on 
the foHowing morning the sepoys having 
placed the heavy guns in the battery, at 
3 p. m. the garrison demanded a parley, 
and shortly after surrendered prisoners of 
Wa, to the number of 60. The force oce 
cupied in these sieges will now ascend the 
eastern extremity of the Maloun range of 
hills, and attack Soorujgurh. On the 
l6tb, Umr Singh began the construction 
of a new stockade between the fort and the 
position at Taragurh, occupied by Colonel 
Arnold’s brigade. This defence is formed 
by uniting ponderous masses of rock with 
stone walls. The work was constructed 
with considerable regularity, each Goork- 
ha soldier had an allotted portion, and 
the women assisted in collecting the ma- 
terials. The next day a howitzer was 
brought to the peak nearest the enemy, 
and a shell thrown within the new work, 
which immediately dispersed the party. 

Colonel Arnoldl’s position has been con= 
siderably strengthened by the erection of 
„pallisades, anc roads have been made, to 
taciliate the communication between the 
corps on the flanks, with the centre of the 
brigade ; stockades were also fermed for 
the Irregulars encamped on the banks of 
the Gumrora and the Gumbha. Of Umr 
Singh’s severe discipline many instances 
occur. He discovered that scveral of his 
people had formed plans to escape from 
the cantonment, and accordingly on the 
16th he beheaded five men, 

Notwithstanding these measures, several 
men desert daily, and General Ochterlony 
has now a corps of these people in the 
service. Measures were in progress to 
establish a strong chain of posts around 
the fortibed range, which would prevent 
tbe enemy receiving the smallest supply 
of grain. 

Taragurh on inspection was found to be 
the strongest fort yet entered in the enemy’s - 
territories. Is position is very strong, 
and the garrison had constructed an innec 
wall of loose stones which deadened the 
effect of our shot, and rendered the opera- 
tion of breaching very slow and diffienlt, 
Fhe inner wall is eight feet in breadtb, 
and the bastions were filled up in the same 
manner with loose stones. Taragurb 
consists of a lower and an upper fort, the 


ascent ta the anper heine bv a sinall door 
and ladder. Favourable terins had been 


offered to the garrison, to which the Chief 
answered, £ we can die but once, and wilt 
die here.” ‘Phe 6 advocates,’ as the 18 
pounders are called, had not then opened 5 
and on the following night, the garrison 
cul a-pissage through a bastion on the side 


of the Fort opposite to that against which 


our battery was directed, and escaped. 


One large jinjal, a quantity of Indian 


corn, and plenty of water, was alt the 
fort contained when our troops entered. 
The sieges of Ramgurh, Faragarh, and 
Chumba, which have been so successtully 


-prosecuted umier the direction ot Lieutes 


nant Lawtie, the Engineer, bave not cost 
General Ochterlony the lives of 5 men. 
Umr Singh is so much displeascd with the 
capitulation of tbe garrison of Ramgurh, 
that he has never sent for the cannon. 
The Raja of Belaspoor continues to af« 
ford abundant supplies. The otbeers are 
constructing buts, the weather being very 
hot during the day—The nights are dee 
lightfally cool. _‘Phe utmost cordiality 
subsists between our men and the inhabie 


tints of the country, who have never once 


had cause to complain of any outrage or 
misconduct on the part of the. soldiers, or 
the followers. 
d'he latest accounts from Gen. Ochter- 
lony’s Camp, are dated the 221 ultimo, 
when it was thought the siege of Soorej- 
gurh would be undertaken. Deserters 
continued to come in daily from Umr 
Sineh’s cantonment. 

Letters from Nahn of the 2ist, mention 
that the battery had made large breaches 
and nearly destroyed the stockade. The 
enemy had constracted treuches on the 
flanks, and had annoyed our men by an 
incessant fire. Our loss was only two 
killed and about thirty wounded. The

October 18. 

€ Since 1 wrote to yon by the Cufprells a 
very important change has taken place in the 
charge and mode of conveying letters to and 
from India.

Captain Harris, of His Majesty's Navy, 
being vested with the command of the 
land forces, it is necessary to rcinatk, that 
Captain Harris bad collected a very con- 
siderable body of Madura troops, placed 
espicially under his orders by the Sultan 
of Madura, and exceeding in number 
more (han double the force of the King’s 
and Company's troops ; and Captain Har- 
ris was more over possessed of much local 
Knowledge of the route and the nature of 
the places to be attackel, from previous 
residence in the vicinity of that district.

His Excellency has recourse to this mode of 
testifying his sentiments to the people of the 
City of Kandy and the Districts in its vicinity. 

To the Cingalese it is only necessary to 
observe that their emancipation is the leading 
object of the war, :

In the sitting of the States General of 
the 23 ult. Mr, Falck, the Secretary of 
Finance, presented the following estimate

51,000,000 
The Secretary set forth the great ex- 
erlions which were rendered necessary last 
year, by the destitute state in which the 
country wasleft € We had now, how- 
ever,” (he observed) “4 a considerable land 
force on foot ; our marine was daily increas- 
ing; important expeditions were fitting 
vut both tor the Bast and West Indies, the 
interest ef the national debt had been duly 
discharged, and all other branches of the 
publie service provided for. .

cumstances, that expenditure would not. 


be found to exceed 59,800,000 guilders; 
and would leave in the treasury, at the end 
of the year, asum of about 104 millions.” 
“The report assigns as reasons why the 
expenditure could not be brought within 
tie compass of ordinary years, the short 
period during which the country had en- 
Joyed independence, the existing situation 
of Europe, and the expenses of the War- 
department; and concluded with recom- 
nending the continuance of the existing 
taxes, with theexceptien ef-some altcration 
of that on patents. 

The States-General, after deliberating 
on the Report and the plan of law with 
which it was accompanied, passed a reso- 
lution, approving of the same, They, 
at the sare time, appointed a Committee 
of their namber, cunsisting of Messrs. 
Lynden Van Howclaken, Van Sytzama, 
and Van Pallandt, to inform the Prince 
Sovereign, that they had seen with satis- 
faction that the estimates for 1815, when 
compared with those of 1814, had under- 
geve a diminution of 12 millions ; and that 
the sum of 40 millions and an half, at 

„which his Royat Highness estimated the 
various revenues of the State, added to the 
surplus of 1813 and 14, would be suficient 
to cover the expenses of 1815. 


They add, however, “ that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult for this Assembly to decide 
how far the estimated expences of fifty- 
one millious would admit of diminution 
without the public service sustaining in- 
Jury ; and also whether the estimated re- 
venue of 405 millions was compatible with 
the ability of the people: that the assein= 
bly (as tepresentatives of the inhabitants 
ot these lands,—a people who, for years 
past, had been compelled to makeso many 
unexampled sacrifices, had suffered so 
many losses, and been so much diminish= 
ed), would have greatly wished that the 
expenses of the state had been reduced to 
less than 51 millions; that some ver 
severe and oppressive burthens had been 
lightened, and the necesssary expenses of 
the State brought within such com pass, as 
that they would be covered by the taxes 
which the country was capable of bearing : 
that the assembly, nevertheless, from what 
had fallen from the Secretary of State, felt 
great satisfaction in the conviction that the 
Sovereign was deeply sensible of the weight 
of the existing burthens; and that, though 
the wants of (ne various branches of ad- 

‚ ministra'ion. for this and the following 
year had rendered it impossible to gratify 
the wish ef his heart ian making greater 


reductions, yet this important work occu- 
pied his serious consideration; that th is 
assembly are fully sensible of the unwearie 
ed eftorts and paternal cares of their Sove- 
reigu; and that they give the best proof of 
this deep conviction by assenting to the 
law of finance now under their considera- 
tion.”

The order for recruiting the French army, 
which Ll announced to you same days ago, has, 
1 understand, been put into immediate execu- 
tion. lt will be recollected, that va the re- 
organization of tÎte army in the course of last 
summer, an mense number of old soldiers 
as well as couscrijpts received permission to 
retire to their families; but were to hold 
themselves in readiness to reasscmble, and join 
their regiments, on the Arst summons. The 
measure above alluded to, therefore, cannot 
properly be cousidered a new leey, being 
only a recal of such a proportiun of the fur. 
loughs granted as would make an additiun to the 
troops on active service of 80,000 men. One 
half of these havc already joined their corps. 
On the specific objects of this increase of 
force on the part of the Freuch Government, 
it would be vain to speculate. I'he meaning 
of it must be referred ta the negociations of 
the Congress; and it is perhaps designed to 
influence in some degree their issue. It is 
quite familiarly talked of at Paris, that the 
reason why M. Talleyrand has not appeared 
to interest himself with so much warmth ou 
the fate of Flanders as vn that of Poland and 
of Saxvuy, is the perfect couvictiuu entertain. 
ed by France that she can take possession of 
the Netherlands when she pleases, aud that it 
would be both superfluous and imprudent to 
make a premature parade of anxiety about 
that which she is ableand resolute to seize 
upuu at some future day. 

PASIS, DEC. 3, 

Au event of some importance has occurred 
within these few hours, in a change of the 
heads of three leading departments of the 
French ministry. To begin with the first in 
point of consequence, whether we regard the 
otce itself, or the hands to which it is now 
enstrusted. General Dupont, who held, ever 
since the King's arrival, the administration of 
the war departweut, was vever popular with 
the army, since his surrender in Spain, Ge. 
neraf Dupont also has necessarily been the 
organ of all the reforms and reductions in the 
composition of the army, which, however un= 
avoidable ou the part of the government, with 
a view both to politics and to the state of the 
finances, have produced not a little irritatioun 
aud discontent. Besides, the complaint was 
very general, that the service did wol go on; 
that obstructions were daily accumulating ; 
and no decisive arrangements making, to stop 
the progress of these twofold evils=—=the un. 
popularity and imbeeility of the Minister. 
The King, therefore, determined at once on 
a change that should operate effectually on the 
morale of the troops, as well as on the ease 
of the publicservice. He nominated Marshal 
Soultas successor to Dupont. Soult’s conduct 
in Bretagne has gained him the esteem of his 
Sovereign. He has the entire confidence of 
the troops. Asa man of general abiltiy, he 
rauks, perhaps forcmost of all the French 
officers ; though he is more distinguished for 
extent than accuracy of mind, and notwith- 
standing his ne organizatiun of the South of 
Spain, his administrative talents are said to be 
inferior to those- of Suchet, who divides the 
suffrages of the well-informed persons here, 
with regard to his fitness for the War Depart- 
ment. The Duke of Dalmatia is not suppos- 
ed to consider Talleyrand with much respect. 

The next removal is of M. de Beugnot, 
from the direction of the Police to that of the 
Marine, —a nomination by no means so satis. 
factory as the former. 


M. D'Andrè, an able and estimable Member 
of the Constitnent Assembly, succecds M, 
Beugnot as Miuister of Police. The latter 
had resigned above a fortnight ago, but from 
Some unkuown reason resumed the oflice, 
and it is only this day that he has fiually 
found a successor. M. Lagarde continucs 
his arduous duties in the police department. 

There were no political papers found upon 
Lord Oxd, none at least of a culpable or 
offensive description; and his Lordship was 
in consequence almost immediately released.

Amongst the mischievous rumours set afloat 
in Paris, was one that the King was likely to 
be attacked on Fharsday or Friday last, either 
va his way to the Odeon, or during the per- 
that theatre. The Duke of 
Ragusa (Captain of the guard in waiting) 
thought it the wisest part to take some pre- 
cautions. Phe military on duty were, there. 
fore, doubled, and the most unrewitting 
Vigilance exercised in all quarters,=—but it 
suovu was discevered to be a false alarm. 


PARIS, DEC. 14, 1814, 


It is now said that Messrs. De Reugnot 
and Dupont had a serious quarrel with regard 
to the measures to be taken for the defence of 
the King's person on the rumour of a project- 
ed disturbance at the Odeon, or on the wa 
to it; and that the conduct of both these 
Ministers was such as to make an immediate 
change in their respective departments quite 
indispengable:—this, from the nature of 
things, must be little better than report. 

It is stated, also, but on good authority, 
that the Swiss troops in Strasburgh and the 
neighbourhood have been erdered up to Paris; 
and that from various consideratious connect- 
ed with the peacc of the metropolis, and the 
harmony of the service, the whole infantry 
duty of this garrisun will in some weeks hence 
be undertaken by the Swiss. ‘These regiments 
ars filled with veteran officers, and the soldiers 
have been selected from the youth of their 
country, most distinguished for strength, 
spirit and intelligence. They cumpose, in- 
deed, a most formidable body. 

The speech of Marshal Macdonald, printed 
by order of the Chamber of Peers, has made 
prodigious noise, and done great good by the 
Calin reflexiou and manly sentiment which it 
breathes ia every line. It has gone further 
towards quieting whatever uneasiness may 
have been produced by some of the illjudged 
discussions in the lower house upon the qucs. 
tion of the emigrants, than any person could 
have hoped for.in so shorta time. The mili. 
tary character of the Duke de ‘Tarente has a 
Steady lustre and diguity about it, superior 
perhaps to that of any of his cotemporaries. 
He was bred in the ancient Lrish brigade. His 
early feelings attached him sincerely to his 
Sovereign. lis good sense and high prin. 
ciples kept him aloof from faction in the 
worst and most dangeruus times. His chicf 
command of the army in Italy, obtained with. 
out the baseness of intrigue, was a master. 
picce of skill, ingenuity, and courage, against 
the very superior forces of Suwarrow and 
Melas united. A severe wound in the last 
great battle deprived France for a time of the 
services of this brave soldier. The opinion 
runs, that no man is so fit for the command 
in chief of an army of 200,000 “men, or for 
the supreme direction of an extensive and 
complicated war; but that when brought into 
direct contact with the troops in the com. 
mand of only a small division, he displays so 
much of the hauteur of unbending science, 
and of the sang.froid of profound knowledge, 
that his men rather look up to him with 
esteem and awe, than with that impetuusity of 
personal attachment, which some Commanders 
less powerfully gifted than Macdonald are 
anxious to inspire into the Frexch soldier, as 
their surest means of ascendancy and success. 
The subject of these observations is supposed 
to combine mauy of the higher qualities of 
Moreau, with pechaps a more masculine and 
daring genius; aud his well-known pre. 
dilection for that hero, the most amiable 
warrior. of modern times, exposed him for 
many years to the hatred and indirect per. 
secutions of Buonaparte. Ile is not more 
than eight and forty. His conversation, for 
the most part grave and instructive, is often 
g4y and spirited: his repartees, of which I 
have lately heard some specimens, disdainfully 
and provokingly severe,

4 An occurrence at Foudi, on the frontiers 
of the kingdom of Naples, has produced a 
great sensation here. Maron de Boulnvis, a 
French General Officer, having left ‚Naples, 
where he had been on particular affairs of 
great consequence, was attacked, on the 13th 
of this month, by some armed meu, near 
Fondi, on the frontier of the kingdom ef 
Naples. Four of them robbed him W his 
papers, and, after having ill trê&ted him} Icft 
him on the spot. It is surprising, that. two 
merchants, who were travelling the same road, 
and who preceded by some minutes the 
Carriage of the French General, were not 
stopped by these malefactors. The Baron de 
Boulnois went to. the French Ambassador, 
who showed him all the attentions which his 
situation demanded, and supplied him with 
every necessary assistance. lis Holincss, who 
has been much affected by this occurrence, 
has condescended to make enquiries after the 
Baroa de Boulnois, and to express to him his 
conceru for the uofortuuate event. The latter 
toek care, immediately after his arrival at 
Ferracino, to draw up a statement of the 
different circumstances which accompanicd 
this assassination; which appears the more 
extraordinary, as the robbers who committed 
it left ser sral valaable articles in the carriage ; 
bat they carried off with the greatest care all 
letters and papers of which that ‘General was 
the bearer. We may conceive all the con. 
jectures to which such an event will give rise 
Among the French who are here, and who 
have all manifested the greatest indignation in 
hearing of this act of violence exercised on 
one of their countrymen‚”

££ The transaction relative to the Ex.Munis. 
ter Macanaz, isended. His Majesty has just 

issued the following decree:— ; 
‘€ The moment when divine Providence 
delivered me from the captivity to which 
intrigue and black eury had led me, to. the 
great prejudice of my loving subjects, and ia 
a way so distressing to myself, I was desirous 
of placing next my heart, and under my 
special protection, all those who, following 
my fortunes, nad shared my slavery. In these 
painful circumstances, some have not ceascd 
to be faithful to me; others, on the contrary, 
demoralised, or influenced by wicked meu, 
have betrayed their duty to the throue which 
Ì fill, have committed Hagrant excesses under 
shelter of the confidence which I reposed in 
them, and abusing that confidence, have 
dashed themselves on baseless rocks. Don 
Pedro Macanaz was one of those on whom 
my early esteem was fized. I thought him 
worthy of it, and therefore appointed him my 
Secretary of State, of mercy, and justice, 
Supposing his conduct would be irreproachable 
in all respects. Soon, however, were com. 
plaints against hin made to me: these lat. 
tributed to envy and disaffectivn. At length, 
finding that these complaints daily increased, 
F wished to know the truth myself. My first 

enquiries convinced me that he had not onl 
followed a system of but littte delicacy in his 
conduct, and been culpable to a degree that 
deserved serious punishment, but that he had 
betrayed his fidelity to me at the period when 
I most required the support of uy well.beloved 
subjects. LI have a right, no doubt, in virtue 
of my supreme authority, to make him and 
all his accomplices uudergo the punishment 
of the laws, but desiring to join mercy with 
Justice, and being perfectly informed of the 
circumstances, haring myself seen in the house 
of" Macanaz, the evidence of his weakness, 
and also of the excesses which he had cómmit. 
ted, 1 felt itmy duty, for the good and comfort 


of my people, to strike at the evìl in its root, 
and to soften in some degree the misfortuncs 
of that number of persons injured by those 
weakuesses and excesses. 

"$#6 In consequence, É ordain. that Don 
Pedro Macanaz be deprived of his office, his 
emoluments, and bis konours; and that he 
be imprisoned during pleasure in the Castle 
of San Antouio de Corogue; that Don Dyo- 
nision Urbano be also deprived of his office 
and emoluments, bauished 20 leagues froin 
the Court and Royal residences and that he 
Ex on the place where he is tu remain confin. 
ed fur eight years, and besides this, pay a fine

OF AUSTRIA, Nov. 21, 
‘The Emperor of Russia and the King of 
Prussia have for these ten days past held 
daily conferencee on the state of European 
affairs. It is certaia that these two Monarchs 


‘are willing to make any sacrifices to advance 


the establishment of tranquillity in Europe. 
It is even asserted that Prussia consents to 
renounce Saxony, if suitable indemnities shall 
be granted to her for the enormous expenses 
of the war which she has supported, for the 
great sacrifices which she has undergone since 
the year 1806, and particularly" for the loss 
of the Duchy of Warsaw, which the Preaty 
of Tilsit deprived her of, and which she can. 
not now rccover.

Lt is even afirmed, that orders 
have been given to pallisade the fortresses on 
the French line, and that a corps of French 
troops will march thither to be cantoned 
between them ; but these reports are not at 
present authenticated. At is affirmed, “that 
France iuteuds tu assume a formidable ap- 
pearaunce, in order if possible to ubtain at 
the Congress the fortress of Luxemburg and 
a part of the Ardennes.

kut on theeeftier hand it is firmly believed 
that these endeavours will.be of no avail.

Extract of a letter from a French Gent 
tleman at Paris, Nov. 27, 18!4 :— 

Itis diflicult to describe the surprise 
and indignatiou of every rank of Society in 
this capital, ata paragraph which appeared 
afew diys ago, inan Evening Paper of Lou. 
don, where the Editor, speaking of the 
Duke of Wertingron, says; in distinct 
terms, that his Grace’s life “tis not safe” in 
France; aud that the French, instead of 
taking as a compliment the mission of so 
illustriovus a person, have even considered it 
as an affront. Now. the danger alluded to 
can only be that of assassinations for what 
ever degree of personal unpopularity” may 


attend the Duke of WELLINGTON, of which 


ldo not wish to say a word, it would be 
ridiculous to assert that it has descended ta 
the mob, who are hardly aware of ‘his Grace’s 
presence at Paris, and who therefore cannot 
be suspeeted of engaging in an insurreetien 
to get rid of hia. The writer of ‘the parae 
grapb in the Kugliah paper inust of course 
have meant, that the British Ambassador 
runs the risk of assassingtion here. What 
would be the feelings of the English nation, 
if they were assured in the French oflicial 
journals, that the Ambassador of Louis 
XVIII. was in daily peril of his life at Lon- 
don! Would not such an insult be im. 
mediately resented by England as a direct 
attack upon her national character and 
honour, and as a justifiable ground for the 
most peremptory demand of satisfactiun by 
the British Court? Let us consider this matter 
calmly for a few moments. A military officer 
distinguished for talents and good Tortune is 
sent Ambassador to a country against whose 
armies the chief part of his successes ‘had 
been obtained. This, however agreeable 
to the restored monarch, whose battles tire 
British General may be said to have fought, 
could not in itself be regarded as a very 
gracious or highly concitiatory step towards 
the French nation, jealous of the glory of 
their arms, or to the Marshals and superior 
oticers of the army, whose laurcls had, it 
the course of the Spanish war, been su re. 
peatedly shorn by his Grace. The generous 
sentiment of France, however, overcame the 
force of temporary circumstances, aud the 
reception of the Duke of WerriNeron, which 
[ witnessed at the theatre when he appeared 
there last suminer, was the most flattering 
tribute that can be imagined to the celebrity 
of his name, and to the auspiciaus causes of 
his arrival. Coupled with this event, was 
the new and unexpected oecupation * of 
Belgium, —a province recently. tora from 
France, and covered with fortresses of the 
first order, by alarge army in English py; 
composed in great part of English troops, 
and commanded by a young Prince, within 
a very few months the Aide-de-Camp of the 
British Ambassador. Was there in (his no 


„occasion for a well-founded jealousy on the 


part of France; or was it nat quite. enouzh 
to wound the confidence of the whale French 
army and people, in the designs of Euglaud, 


and in the continuance of peace? But this 
is notalls a direct aud freqüeut ‘“intercourse 
is said to be kept up by couriers, between 
the General at Paris and his former Aide.dee 
Camp at Brussels ;—an intercourse, too, nature 
ally suspected of having for its object the 
distribution and application of those numerous 
forces, of which, in all human probability, 
the same neminal Ambassador and successful 
officer would, on a renewal of hostilities ase 
sume the direct command, by merely transfer.

You certainly cannot 
be much surprised, if the wise men amongst 
us pronouuce (his series of measures ou the 
part of England, to be extremely injudicious 
with a view to the harmony of the two 
countries. But this question of national 
jealousy is very different from that of the 
odium which the Englisb ministerial papers 


have attributed to the person of their own - 


ambassador, and to the fears which they 
think fit to entertain for his life. Personal 
unpopularity can result from personal conduct 
alone. Do they mean to assert, that the 
Duke of WerLiNerToN is unpopular from the 
demeanour which he has held towards the 
French court —or from the social intercourse 
with vrich he may veeasioually have indulged 
the chivfs of the French army—or do they 
insinuate that he is not popular amongst his 
own countrymen at Paris? One or other 
of these constructions must be put upon the 
language your Journals have used ,—aud to 
infer the danger of assassination from any 
one of these quarters, is surely to ascribe to 
his Grace a degree of unpopularity, and to 
the French court, the French officers, or the 
Engtish gentlemen on their travels, an exe 
tremity of guilt, nvt a little Hattering tu all 
parties.”

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If we could give credit to reports circulated 
yesterday with much confidence, we should 
believe that Miuisters had sacriftced the glory 
and the best interests of the country by a 
premature peace with the Americans, at the 
wiomeut when the latter are on the very verge 
of bankruptcy. Unfortunately, however, 
for the credit of this assertion, we at the 
same time learn, that most active measure are 
pursuing for detaching from the dominion of 
the enemy an important part of his territory. 
Accounts from Bermuda of (he 11th ult, inform 
us, that all the dispusable shipping in that 
quarter have been sent of to the Mississippi. 
Sir Alexander Cochrane left Malifax in the 
latter end of October for the same destination 
aud a large body of troops from Jamaica 


was expected 4o assemble at the same 
point. The American Government has 
openly manifested such extravagant views 


of aggrandiscment, that our eyes ought to 
be opened to its measurcless ambition; and 
we vught to curbits ezcesses in time. Ït 
is dvubtless with a view to this just and 
necessary policy, that Goverument has iucur- 
red the expense of such extensive military 
and naval preparations; and it can hardly be 
supposed, that whilst they are so largely 
sacrificing the’ national resources with one 
hand, they will render the object of the sa. 
crifice altogether null with the other. Never. 
theless, policies tlrat peace with Ainerica 
would be signed before the end of the current 
mouth were yesterday done in the city so 


high as 30 guineas tu return 100. It was 
even asserted, though without foundation, 
that the Preliminaries had been already 


digested, and recvived the signatures of the 
Commissioners on the Sd instant. We have, 
however, some reason to believe that the 
speeulations on this subject are infuenced, in 
some measure, by sceret information, issued 
for the most unworthy purposes, from the 
hotel of the American Legation at Ghent, 
After what has been seen of the total want 
of principle in American statesmen of the 
Jeffersonian school, the world would not be 
much astonished to learn that one of the 
American negociators had turned his situation 
toa profitable accouut by speculating both 
at Paris and London on the result of the 
negociation. Certain it is that letters re. 
ceived yesterday from the French capital, re- 
Jative to the proceedings at Ghent, contain 
iutimations like those which hare been cir. 
vulated here on American authority, viz. that 
the new proposals of the British wilt be ac- 
ceded to on or before the beginning of the new 
year, provided that no better terms can ere 
then be obtained. 

The Live pool frigate is arrived at Ports. 
mouth, fron the coastof America, as is his 
Majesty's ship Penelope, from Malifax. By 
these conveyances various and contradictury 
întelligence has been received, Ou the oue 
hand, it was reported that an armistice had 
taken place between the troops on both sides 
in America: on the other, that General 
Drummond had defeated Brown and Izard 
with great loss, and foreed them to blow up 
Fort Erie, and retire with the shattered re- 
Inaius of their forces to Sackett’s harbour. 
The first of these reports is altogether 
unfounded; the latter is at least premature, 
At the date of the last advices Fort Erie con- 
tivucd in possession of the enemy ; but Ge. 
neral Druwmoud having received additional 
reinforcements was expected soon to make an 
attack on the position. Commodore 
Chauncey’s fleet was still blockaded in 
Sackett’s Ilarbour by Sir James Yeo; but 
ìt was not understood that any attack would 
be made on that place by land or water be. 
fore the winter set in. Haring mentioned 
our Naval Commander on Lake Ontario, it 
is but right to notice that he is to be suc. 
ceeded in command by Commodore Owen, as 
Sir George Prevost is, at the same time, to be 
by Sir George Marray. ‘The comparatively 
small magnitude of our Lake squadrons may 
perhaps afford a reason (or at least an official 
argument) for not employing one of our first 
Admirals vn that service ; but why one of the 
first Genera * t we possess is not charged 
with the manag.…ent of so extremely impore 
tant a land war, itis +Ficult to guess. The 


Officer thas mentioned may, for ought we 
know, be a person of ability: certainly 
his name, to those who remember Ferrol 
and Tarragona, cannot but be rather ominous ; 
but the nation at lárge is really indignant 
at the sort of apathy displayed on this 
occasion by Generals of higher rank and 
celebrity, who ought not to have de. 
clined the American Commaud, merely 
because it did not promise to be so lucrative 
as Some othek. National gratitude has 
perhaps been displayed with premature 
liberality, if those who have reewived honours 
and rewards for former services are to hold 
back, in proud iudifference, when their 
couutry once more needs (heir presence in 
the field of honour. 

Fhe American navy grows under the pres. 
sure of a contest with the greatest naval pow. 
er (hat existed! Paraduxical as this ap. 
pcars, it is a simple fact 5 aud it proves more 
than a thousand argumvats the absolute 
impossibility there is of our concluding a 
peace at the present moment, without render= 
ing ourselves the contempt of our antagonists, 
and the ridicule of ail the world besides. 
Shall we allow the Guerrier to get tosea with 
impunity, and to bear to every part of the 
world a visible record of our shame, in that 
defeat, which entaded on us so many subse. 
quent disgraces? The new frigate of that 
hame, wounting 64 guns, is at Philadelphia, 
nearly ready forsea. The Washington, another 


new ship, carrying 90 guns, 1s fitting very. 


fast for sea at Boston; and the Independence, 
of 98 has been recontly cunstructed at Ports. 
mouth,in New Hampshire, ‘Tie last mentioned 


vessel is cousidered te be more than amatch for! 


the largest man of war ever built in Eunglaud, 
She is manned with a full complement of 
1,000 prime sailors ; and what is also of the 
utmost consequence, her weight of metal is 
far superior to that of any ship in our navy, 
since her heáviest shot are not. less than 
68.pounders. When we hare received so ma- 
ny melancholy proots of the effect produced 
by this superiority’ in weight of metal, aud 
when we have had no less then two years and 
a half to profit by the painful lessons, it must 
tudicate absolute infatuation if we liave not 
adopted some measures to place our seamen 
on an equality with those whom they have to 
oppuse. 

In vne of the late French papers we ob. 
serve it stated that M. meric David, in the 
Chamber of Deputies, moved an address to 
the King, praying him to grant, for good 
causes, permission to brothers and sisters in 
law to contract marriage. Perhaps there can- 
not bea better answer to this application, 
than the late tase of Lady Roscberry. 
When even the marriage bond is not always 
found strong enough to prevent improper 
intimacics between persons standing in so 
near a relation to each other, it is clear that 
nothing ought to be done by the law to 
facilitate temptations which may become so 
fatal to the peace of families. We notice this 
proposal of M. Emerie David's, as a brauch 
of the same specivus but weak morality, 
which introduced in France the law of divorce 
for incompatibility of temper. How the 
King’s permission could render the proposed 
marriages legitimate in the eyes of his 
subjects of the Roman Cathotic persuasion, 
is not very obvious; since by that Church, as 
well as by our own, they are stigmatised as 
incestuous; but independently of the 
doctrines of the Church, a small degree of 
reflection must teach any one, that where 
brothers and sistersvin-law do not, from the 
first, look on -each other as absolutely 
interdicted” from all possibility of future 
union, a ground is laid for jealousies, 
perhaps the most acute and painful, that can 
torture the human mind, 

The law for making Marscilles a free port 
was passed by a tmajority of 127 to 21. 
This measure will render it absolutely neces- 
sary that the measure too long deferred of 
making Malta a free port should be instantly 
adopted by our Guvernment. Ef this advan- 
tage should not be extended to Malta, when 
‘Trieste, Leghorn, Genova, and Marseilles, are

‘Vienna, Nov. 26, half-past six ia the evening: 

<< The affairs of Germany are now re- 
gulated. The Germanic Constitution has been 


seltled. Prussia will not form part of the 
Germanie Confederation. Saxony is re-esta. 
blished. The Russian Minister “Count 
Stackelberg set off this day as a courier, to 
carry the news to the King of Saxony. 
The King of Prussia will take the title of 
Emperor. Austria will retain that part of 
Poland which she possesses. Prussia will 
retain the greater part of hef porten, and 
receive indemnities for the rest. 

<< With regard to the above, it may be 
Said that accounts from Vienna af the 28th 
state, that the official gazette of that day was 
expected with impatience, in consequence of 
the circulation of the above rumours 5 but it 
does not publish a syllable om the subject, 
so that their truth is doubted. 

‘The Journal des Debats contains the 
following extract of a private letter from 
Vienna, dated Nov. 27: 

£46 The reports as to the course of the ne. 
gociations become more satisfactory. It is 
hoped that the Monarchs will shortly come 
to an agreement as to the great questiens of 
Poland, Saxony, Belgium, and Italy. 
The late vote of the Emperor of Russia has 
caused a great sensation ; and it would appear 
that the Princes who oppose the plan proe 


“posed by Austria and Prussia begin to give way. 


When once the great Powers have agreed as 
to the division of territories, it will be essy 
to settle the future organisation of Germany 
and Switzerland. 

“t Weare assured that the 8 millions assigned 
to she Princes of the Royal family by the 
budget, have: been divided as follows: for 
Monsieur, 4 millions 3 for the Duke and 
Duchess of Angovuleme, 2,500,000; and for 
the Duke of Berry, 1,500,000 fr. 

<< Many letters from Vienna state, that the 
French ministers, against whom at frst some 
prejudices existed, which old recollections 
seemed to justify, enjoy at present a most 
honourable rank ; their system of moderatiou, 
and the well known character of the King 
of France, bauish atarm. The German 
diplomatists, who at frst twok uno pains to 
cunceal their hatred and jvalousy of France, 
are nouw believing in the good faith of its 
Cabinet. Some Ministers, on lately coming 
out from a most important discussion, ob. 
served that “M. Talleyrand had just gained 
a diplomatic battle’ 


VIENNA, Nov. 27. 


‘The pamphlet entitled ** Congress of 
Vienna, (Erlangen, 1814,) and which was 
probably translated into 'urkish, and printed 
at Vienna, has occasioned a meeting of the 
Divan at Constantinuple. The result of that 
conference has been to demand of M. Sturmer, 
the Austrian internuncio at the Porte, ulte- 
rior information on thesubject. That Gentle. 
man well knowing (hat the Court of Vienna 
had ao share in the publication, though the 
Divan thought otherwise, protested that the 
work ia qucstion was utterly uuknown to 
his government. The Divan heard the reply 
with tranquillity, and observed, ** It is very 
well; if our enemies attack us, we know 
how to receive them” ‘The affair thus 
ended. 

<< The residence of the Sovereigns at Vienna 
has cost the Government more than 30 
millions, lf to these expenses be added tbose 
of more-than 700 Kuvoys to the Congress, 
some idca may be formed of the extraor= 
dinary consumption created in this city for 
some months back, and of the immeuse 
quantity of specic and paper-maney in cir- 
culation. Stillourcourse of exchduge declines 
every day.” at

VIENNA, NovenBer 20. 


Three plans of organization for Ger- 
many have been circulated here. ‘The 
principal bases are as follow : : 

According to the first, the Emperor of 
Austria is to be Hereditary Emperor of 
Germany, and to be charged with the ge= 
neral superintendauce over the execution of 
the laws of the empire ; to protect the 
weak against all oppression; to be thc 
guarantee of the rights of the States-Ge- 
neral, or national representations ; to have 
about him a council of Kings, by whose 
advice he should determine upon peace 
and war, and all other measures relative 
to the general interest of: the Empire. 
The Princes to be, in regard to the Em- 
ire, in the situation of the ancient great 
teudatories; not to have power either to 
concìnde allianoes, to raise troops, or to 
receive subsidies without the authority of 
the Eiupire. ‘The Princes mediatised in 


1804, to be restored or inddemnified by the 
great hereditary dignitics of the Empire. 
There should bea Vicar of the Emperor 
Che King of Prussia), who in certain spee 
cufied cases should have an authority cal- 
culated to batance the imperial power, 
Besides the Council or Congress of Kings, 
who should assemble according to cire 
cumstanc:s, there should be a permanent 
Diet for the transaction of (he current 
business, and a tribunal of the Empire, to: 
determine all diff-rences relative to pccu« 
niäry interests, or to possessious in litigae 
tion between Princes, or between Princes 
and their subjects. The army of the 
Eipire should always be of a respectable 
footing, and have a reserve in the whole 
national gaard, who should take the oath 
of fidelity to the Empire. ‘There shoutd 
likewise be fortresses kept constantly in 
a state of defence at the general cost, and 
occupied by troops of the Empire. 
According to the second plan, the prc- 
sent Sovercigns ol Germany, after cone 
cluding the different acts of cession and 
exchange, heeessary tor roundiog theire 
doumrnutous, should sien a perpetual and” 
indissolubte contederatioun ; should mutuale 
ly guarantee (heir possessions, and engage 
to defend one anotirer with all their force 
against all assailants. The Soverigns 
composing the Confederation should re- 
nvunce all wars of invasion, and all treaties 
which might involve them in such wars 3 
but for tbe rest, they should have-a right 
to conctude such alliances and_treaties of 
subsicdyas they may think fit, upon the 
single condition that they previously com- 
municate them to the Congress or Federal 
Diet. —At this Diet Austria, Prussia, and 
the Kings ot Germany, should alternately 
prestde. The sovercigns should themselves 
give to (heir uations such coustitutivnal 
laws as they may deem most suitabie; 
they should, nevertheless, submit these 
coustitutions to the Co sgress, which might 
Invite (hein to make alterations in them: 
but when once the constitution of a state 
should be fixed, no one should have a 
right to interfere in the relations between 
the subject and (heir sovereigns. The 
Federal Diet, however, should watch 
over the maintenance of the liberty of the 
press and (le equality of the three re« 
cognised religions. 
The third plan forms a mean between 
the two others. The empire should exist, 
but without Emperor; it should be com- 
posed of a greater number of states than 
those now in existence, but yet neither 
the mediatised principalities nor all the 
imperial cities should be re-established : 
all Germany should be divided into 
circles, and the chief of each circle should 
have very extensive authority over the 
inferior states: Austria, while retaining 
her particular imperial dignity, should 
exercise a kind of political and civil proe 
tectorate over the other states. Prussia 
should have the military command; the 
Diet only sliould make peace and war 
by a majority of three fourths of the votes; 
it should also have the particular supere 
intendance over the - maintenance of 
certain Constitutional laws, common to 
the whole Empire, and which would 
guarantee the civil, political, and religious 
rights of each class of citizens, as well as 
tbe prerogative of the Representative Ás- 
semblies. The Diet should consist of two 
Colleges ; the Council of five Chiefs, viz. 
Austria, Prussia, Bavaria, Wurtembsrg, 
and Hanover. he Ôrst two sbould each 
have two votes. The second College of 
the Diet should be composed of: all the 
States of the Empire. There should be 
be troops of the Empire, but only to serve 
as garrisons in certaiu specified tortresses.
